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PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 


LL last night I could have fancied Paris in 
a state of active, in lieu of passive, siege. 
It was one perpetual rumble of cannon and 
military waggons; and what it was all 
about no one appears to know. On ram- 
bling to the fortifications I found the engi- 
neers and other functionaries in full consul- 
tation; and that it was decided to have a 
sixth encampment in the vicinity of this 
most combustible city. As to the newCon- 
stitution, as it is called, it bids fair to be 
anything but a sound one. The plague-spot 
of dissension is sufficiently evident upon 
its surface, for there are no fewer than 
seventy amendments already! The General 
is not quite such a favourite as he was, 
Many people think he has had his day, and 
that he is too obstinate to march with 
public opinion, which, with the majority, is 
decidedly monarchical. I have all along 
said that Paris must have its Court and its 
King; and, in spite of intervening ob- 
stacles, I clearly foresee this devoutly-to-be- 
wished-for consummation, Not the least 
important circumstance in this state of 
things is the fact that the army is favour- 
able to royalty. 

Lamartine, great even amidst reverses, 
as a true poet should be, has triumphantly 
replied to his accusers. I believe him to 
have been actuated (though mistakenly) by 
the purest motives. An extreme candour pervades the 
document, as the following extract will show. He says: 
‘The first accusation is, that J have been ardent in 
ambition, weak in the exercise of power during the 
interregnum and the dictatorship. I answer—The re- 
volution of February touk me by surprise, as it did 
everybody. The republican system, the government 
of pure reason, was to me the ideal, more or less dis- 
tant, of the right, the sovereignty of the people. It 
never was a conspiracy, I had no aversion to the con- 
stitutional monarchy, no personal animosities against 
the dynasty. I kept myself apart from its favours, 
and that was all. If its reign, of which I esteemed 
some of its principles, that of peace, for instance, had 


not cither contracted or corrupted liberty, I should not 
have hesitated to serve it.’’ 


It is gratifying to perceive that the path of French 
honour is one not encumbered with debris, even by the 
events of revolution. With respect to the documents, 
letters, and papers found in the Tuileries, M. Coquerel, 
and several other members, have urged that the further 
publication cannot be of any advantage to the state, 
and that, consequently, all that ought to be done is 
to return these private papers to the royal family M. 
Coquerel observes that ‘ it would be quite unworthy 
of France not to restore letters exchanged between a 
mother and her children, between wives and their hus- 
bands, between one member of a family and the others; 
that the intercourse of private life ought to be sacred, 
even when the matter concerns a royal family.” The 
editor of the Revue Retrospective will, I hope to learn, 
be interdicted from further pandering to a vicious 
curiosity. 

Both the Presse and the Constitutionnel are so 
violent that we every morning expect to hear of their 
suppression; and many think that that only is re- 
quired for the next war of the barricades. ‘The calcu- 
lation is not altogether visionary; for, out of a popu- 
lation of 900,000, one-fifth are said to be rouge, Which 
leaves, with the late losses and imprisonments, about 
150,000 most determined rebels! What English 
family would think of residing in Paris under such 
circumstances? What young lady will domicile her- 
self in once-brilliant Paris, when, in walking from the 
Boulevards des Italiens to the Rue St. Honoré, she 
may find herself, on turning a corner, between the 
fire of 10,000 dlouwses and as many views braves of the 
Metidja ! bees

the intended bride and bridemaid were purchased, 
with the approval of the defendant. At his espe- 
cial wish a cousin of the plaintiff had come all 
the way from Coventry to act the part of bride- 
maid; but on the morning of the 25th, while the 
bridal party were awaiting the arrival of the de- 
fendant to accompany them to church, the promised 
hour passed by, and no bridegroom appeared till 
eight o'clock that evening; when he threw all the 
blame of his delay upon his father, adding that he 
had promised to set him up in business if he would 
consent to postpone the marriage for a few months 
longer. “The plaintiff,” says the report, ‘‘was again 
led to believe his intentions ‘honourable,’ and, to 
hideher chagrin, went to pass some monthsat Coven- 
try, during which the defendant continued to write 
to her, pledging himself to fidelity in the strongest 
terms. At length, however, he had taken another 
bride; the temptation, it was supposed, being a 
dowry of a thousand pounds; and the mode he 
chose of announcing his marriage to the plaintiff 
was by sending her cards and a pair of wedding 
gloves.” 

The determined increase of such cases, in spite 
of the heavy damages with which juries invariably 
mark their disgust at conduct so dishonourable, 
amounts almost to proof that a pecuniary penalty 
is not the right penalty after all. We should be 
loth, indeed, “to leave the adjustment of such dis- 
utes to private interference, however we may 
think that it might be wholesomely added to the 
labours of the public tribunal. But, with regard to 
the latter, we should be glad to see some indignity 
attached to the fine, which should have the effect 
of marking with contempt and ridicule the man 
who has shown himself so insensible to decency 
as first to act the part of a scoundrel and then to 


make a jest of it.

RAILWAY ‘TRAVELLING. 

Te inquest upon the death of Hannah Airey, who 
was killed by the collision between the express 
train and the slow train on the Lancaster and 
Preston Railway, on Monday, the 2ist ult., is 
calculated to fill every one with alarm who is com- 
pelled to trust to that mode of conveyance which 
has now nearly superseded every other, 

It appears that on the day in question the ex- 
ress train was one hour and ten minutes late at 
the Preston station ; and, in consequence of that, 
and the late arrival of others, the ordinary train, 
stopping at all the stations between Preston 
and Lancaster, was not started from Preston 
until one minute to four, its proper time being 
fourteen minutes to four. Again, at the Bay- 
horse station, where the collision took place, a 
signal, which should be seen for 600 yards before 
arrival at the station—the line being a curve here 
—was only visible at 519 yards; while the duty 
of attending to the signals, points, &c,, at the 
station, was confided to one man, W hen, in fact, it 
would furnish ample occupation for three. 

We then find from the evidence of Mr. Thomas 
Mitchell, the superintendent of the Preston station, 
and who started the express train on the day of 
the accident, that, if signals of a proper description 
had been in use on the Lancaster and Preston 
Railway, the accident would not have happened ; 
while, amongst other causes, Mr. J. E. Errington, 
partner of Mr, Locke, M.P., and engineer, attributes 
the accident to the trains being out of time ;—to the 
want of due and proper signals ;—and to the state of 
the carriages themselves, the wood of which was old 
and rotten, 80 old, indeed, and so rotten, that 
another gentleman, the superintendent of the car- 
riage department at Crewe, under the North- 

Western Railway Company, deposed to having 
examined the fragments of the carriages broken 
by the collision, and to have found the main

THE WEATHER AND THE CROPS.

Grouse on the 12th ultimo, and partridges on the 
1st instant, afforded us a fair opportunity of noticing 
the state of the harvest and the crops through the whole 
of the north-eastern and eastern counties, where we 
have been sojourning for the last month, and, like

and in the intervals of knocking down birds we dotted 
down notes of the crops. We can safely say that 
through the whole of Buckinghamshire, Northampton- 
shire, Cambridgeshire, and Lincolnshire the breadth of 
wheat is not only erfectly safe, but, both in quality 
and quantity, is a fair average crop. Here and there 

a few acres are still out; but these are only wanted 
for ‘ field- thrashing”—a practice common now with 
little farmers, who have to find an early market for 
their grain. In the rich lands of Lincolnshire the 
crops are a fair average one for wheat, and we should 
say for oats—a great deal of which is already cut, and 
some ‘ lea’’—as fine a crop as has been witnessed for 
many seasons past. Beans better than last year by 
twenty-five per cent., and fast ripening. Green food-~ 
clover-seed, mangold-wurtzel, swedes, turnips, and 
horse-carrots—all abundant. We wish we could wind 
up by saying as much for the poor man’s friend—the » 
potato. Alas! it is this year all but a total failure ; 
hundreds of acres are already affected; and we much 
fear that the reports of the next few weeks will realize 
our melancholy forebodings of a failure in this abso- 
lutely necessary vegetable.

The progress of the sale of the Duke of Bucking- 
ham’s effects at Stowe has been such as on the onset 
could hardly have been anticipated. We stated at 
the commencement of the sale that the collection was 
averaging fair and equal prices; we have now to re- 
cord that very many of the objects among those re-

cently sold have realized positively extravagant sums, 
Such has been the case with most of the plate which 
has hitherto been disposed of, and equally with some 
of the other articles, which, although choice in their 
way, could not have been ex- 
pected to produce anything like 
what they originally cost, from 
their heraldic insignia and his- 
torical associations  unfitting 
them for introduction into a 
different family. But so far un- 
founded have been those ap- 
prehensions, that objects to 
which we have referred have 
found purchasers willing to offer 
prices in the eyes of dealers so 
ridiculously large as almost to 
chase them from the field. It 
has been said that on Monday, 
September 4, the first day of the 
distribution of the magnificent 
service of plate, a great number 
of London tradesmen left the 
spot, unable to secure a single 
object at its ordinary value. It 
may be that any memorial of 
such an interesting and elegant 
character as gold and_ silver 
plate has been doubly prized aa 
bearing the evidence of once 
having formed part of a famous 
collection, the destruction of 
which has been the subject of 
universal regret even to those 
who are not inclined to palliate 
the conduct of the -house of 
Buckingham, has excited the 
attention of politicians as a loud- 
speaking precursor of a new 
order of things, and has drawn 
from a public journal one of 
the most powerful articles 
ever penned within the me- 
mory of the press. To the 
justice or injustice of that 
article, to its truths and its 
fallacies, we need not now re- 
vert ; we speak of it merely as 
a striking proof of the wide- 
spreading sensation which the 
event has invariably occasioned, 
and to which may possibly be 
due the pertinacity by which re- 
membrances of the noble man- 
sion are sought after. The 
spectacle which the vast fabric 
now presents is melancholy in 
the extreme. The state apart- 
ments, which recently boasted 
of their princely decorations and 
their furniture —combining ne 
enius afforded by art with the . 
eaegente vaaterial supplied by wealth—stripped of 
their costly occupants, now only meet the eye * 
the ghosts of aristocratic splendour, or are converted 
into lumber-rooms for the scattered portions of 
their former contents, to be carried away by new 
possessors, Some of the pictures yet hanging upon 
the walls, and awaiting their projected fate, which 
is anticipated by an allotted ticket displayed upon 
every one of them, render the scene even one 
thought-inspiring and distressful. The gilded ceil- 
ings yet remain; but they no longer shine down 
upon matchless carpets, and dazzling mirrors, and 
embroidered hangings, but make empty spaces more 
void, and the canvassed floors more pitiful. : 
The desecration is more than half effected. Objects 
which united in their histories past literature, royalty, 
and wealth, and connected them all with this classic 
spot, have been dispersed, and are destined hence- 


forward to be hawked as curiosities by plebeian hands, 
or, if a more gentle doom await them, to be preserved 
as such by alien families; the great hall-lamp, em- 
blazoned successively with the heraldic badges of 
many great houses, beginning with Plantagenet and 
ending with Grenville, is in future to adorn the en- 
trance to a fashionable tavern; while the objects of 
vertu which have already been disseminated will linger 
their appointed term in the shops of London dealers, 
and eventually grace other collections, enhanced in 
value by the tale that they were “ formerly at Stowe.” 
But, to hasten to describe the series we have this 
week selected for engraving, we will begin with the 
first of our two illustrated pages. Upon this page the 
most conspicuous object is a vase of unusual but exces- 
sively elegant form, The original was a point of at- 
traction among dilettanti at the private view at Stowe. 
It is said to be one of the purest specimens of that 
singular and valuable ware which takesits name from the 
immortal Raffaelle, and with which many of our readers 
are probably acquainted. A battle scene encircles the 
body of the vase, with arabesque ornaments above it; 
the handles and foot are partly of metal. This almost 
unique example, formerly in the cabinet of Mr. Beck- 
ford, has been purchased for Mark Philips, Esq., at 
the price of 51 guineas, by Mr. Redfern, the well- 
known collector at Warwick, who has kindly allowed 
us to make amore studied view of the vase than could 
have been taken during the crowd of the public view 
or the bustle of the sale. F

one representing a stand for wax light, of very ancient 
oriental bronze, which originally stood in the vestibule 
to the eastern colonnade of the building. The upper 
part of this more than ordinarily graceful work of 
Asiatic art is formed of a single lotus flower, too deli- 
cate to depend upon its own substance, and therefore 
eupperee. upon three sides by the stiff stems and buds 
of the plant.

PROROGATION OF PARLIAMENT. 

On Tuesday the session of Parliament was closed by 
her Majesty in person. The state procession left 
Buckingham Palace at a quarter before one o’clock in 
the following order :—A carriage, drawn by six horses, 
conveying the Hon. Frederick Byng, Sir John Strachan, 
and Mr, Alfred Montgomery, gentlemen ushers in 
waiting ; and Sir William Bellairs, exon of the Yeomen 
Guard. A carriage, drawn by six horses, conveying 
Lieut.-Colonel the Hon. Robert Boyle, groom in wait- 
ing; Colonel Wylde, groom in waiting to the Prince; 
and Messrs. Gordon and Forbes, pages of honour in 
waiting, A carriage, drawn by six horses, conveying 
Captain the Hon. Alexander Gordon, equerry in wait- 
ing to the Prince; Lieut.-Colonel Francis Hugh Sey- 
mour, groom of the robes; and Colonel Smith, silver 
stick in waiting. A carriage, drawn by six horses, 
conveying Lord Alfred Paget, clerk marshal; Colonel 
Colville; field officer in waiting; artd the Right Hon. 
William Sebright Lascelles, comptroller of the house- 
hold. ‘A carriage, drawn by six horses, conveying the 
Marquis of Donegal, G.C.H., captain of the Yeomen 
of the Guard; Lord Byron, lord in waiting ; Viscount 
Clifden, lord in waiting to the Prince; and Lord Mar- 
cus Hill, treasurer of the household. A carriage, 
drawn by six horses, conveying the Countess of Gains- 
borough, lady in waiting; the Earl Fortescue, lord 
steward; and the Marquis of Anglesey, K.G., gold 
stick in waiting. The Queen’s marshalmen; the 
Queen’s footmen, in state liveries; a party of the 
Yeomen Guard. The state coach, drawn by eight 
cream-coloured horses, conveying her Majesty the 
Queen, his Royal Highness the Prince Albert, K.G.; 
the Duchess of Norfs k, officiating for the mistress of 
the robes; andthe Duke of Norfolk, K.G., master of the 
horse. Her Majesty and Prince Albert were conducted 
to their earriage by the Earl Spencer, lord chamber- 
lain; and Lord Edward Howard, vice-chamberlain. The 
crown was conveyed to the House of Lords by Sir 
Williams Martins. The day was superbly fine, and 
immense crowds of well-dressed and orderly persons 
thronged the entire route from Buckingham Palace to 
the new Houses of Parliament, Her Majesty was 
most enthusiastically cheered by the multitude, and 
nothing could exceed the marked demonstrations of 
loyalty with which her approach was hailed by those 
in the streets and in the park, as well as those that 
filled the windows and balconies along the line of pro- 
cession. In Parliament-street a number of richly- 
coloured flags were suspended across the street, and 
hung from the windows of the houses. The House of 
Lords was opened at half-past eleven o’clock for the 
admission of those who were fortunate enough to 
obtain tickets of entrée to witness the imposing 
ceremonial. At twenty minutes before one o’clock a 
flourish of nee te announced the arrival of his 


Royal Highnesa the Duke of Cambridge, who shortly 
afterwards entered the House. Lord Chief Justice 
Wilde arrived q little before one o’clock, and took 
his seat on the woolsack by the side of the Lord 
Chancellor, with whom he ‘continued some time in 
conversation, At one o’clock the arrival of her 
Majesty was announced by the firing of the park guns, 
and immediately afterwards a flourish of trumpets 
reluded the entrance of the Sovereign into the new 
alace of Westminater. After a short delay the royal 
procession entered the House, The crown was borne 
on arich velvet cushion by the Marquis of Lansdowne 
the sword of state by the Duke of Wellington, and 
the cap of maintenance by the Earl of Shaftesbury. 
Her Majesty's train was borne by the Duchess of 
Norfolk. All present rose on the entrance of the 
Sovereign, and did not resume their seats until her 
Majesty, having taken her place upon the throne, 
commanded all to be seated. The chair on the lett of 
the throne was ocoupied by his Royal Highness Prince 
Albert. Her Majesty, who was dressed ina superb 
white satin dress, and wore a tiara of magnificent 
diamonds, looked exceedingly well. Prince Albert 
was dressed in a fleld-marshal’s uniform. The 
Commons having been summoned by the Black Rod, 
the Speaker, accompanied by several members of that 
House, appeared at the bar with several bills. ‘The 
Speaker, after having addressed her Majesty, presented, 
for the royal assent, the Consolidated Fund Appro- 
priation Bill. ‘The royal assent was then given to this 
bill, as well as to the Copper and Lead Duties Bill, 
the Savings Banks (Ireland) Bill, the City of London 
Sewers Bill, the Hxchequer Bills Bill, the Taxing 
Masters Court of Chancery (Ireland) Bill, the ee 
(Ireland) Bill, and the Local Inquiry Bill. The eis 
Chancellor immediately advanced to the foot of ihe 
throne, and handed her Majesty a copy of the sare 
speech, which her Majesty delivered with. her ae 
distinctness, her clear and silvery voice filling every 
part of the vast chamber, and every syllable being 
peeteeny audible throughout. The following was her 
Lajesty’s most gracious speech :— 


“ My Lords and Gentlemen, 


**T am happy to be able to release you from the duties ofa 
laborious and protracted session. F 

“The act for the prevention of crime and outrage in Ire- 
land, which received my assent at the commencement of the 
session, was attended by the most beneficial effects. The 
bs ot display of arms intended for criminal purposes was 
checked, the course of justice was no longer interrupted, and 
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several atrocious murderers who had spread terror through 
the country were apprehended, tried, and convicted. 

*“The distress in Ireland, consequent upon successive 
failures in the production of food, has been mitigated by the 
application of the law for the relief of the poor, and by the 
amount of charitable contributions raised in other parts of 
the United Kingdom. 

“On the other hand, organized confederacies took advan- 
tage of the existing pressure to excite my suffering subjects 
to rebellion. Hopes of plunder and confiscation were held 
out to tempt the distressed, while the most visionary prospects 
were exhibited to the ambitious. In this conjuncture | ap- 
plied to your loyalty and wisdom for increased powers; and, 
strengthened by your prompt concurrence, my Government 
Was enabled to defeat, in a few days, machinations which had 
been prepared during many months. The energy and deci- 
sion shown by the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland in this emer- 
gency deserve my warmest approbation, 

“In the midst of these difficulties you have continued your 
labours for the improvement of the laws. The act for facili- 
tating the sale of encumbered estates will, I trust, gradually 
remove an evil of great magnitude in the social state of Ireland. 

“The system of perpetual entails of land established in 
Scotland produced very serious evils, both to heirs of entail 
and to the community, and I have had great satisfaction in 
seeing it amended upon principles which have long been found 
to operate beneficially in this part of the United Kingdom. 

“IT have given my cordial assent to the measures which 
have in view the improvement of the public health, and I 
entertain an earnest hope that a foundation has been laid for 
continual advances in this beneficial work. 


“ Gentlemen of the House of Commons, 


“T have to thank you for the readiness with which you have 
granted the supplies necessary for the public service. I shall 
avail myself of every opportunity which the exigencies of the 
state may allow for enforcing economy. ; 


** My Lords and Gentlemen, 


‘“‘T have renewed in a formal manner my diplomatie relations 
with the Government of France. The good understanding 
between the two countries has continued without the slightest 
interruption. 3 3 

‘Events of deep importance have disturbed the internal 
tranquillity of many of the states of Europe, both in the north 
and inthe south. These events have led to hostilities between 
neighbouring countries. : : 

“Lam employing my good offices, in concert with other 
friendly powers, to bring to an amicable settlement these 
differences; and I trust that our efforts may be successful. 

“I am rejoiced to think that an increasing sense of the 
value of peace encourages the hope that the nations of Europe 
may continue in the enjoyment of its blessings. __ 

“Amidst these convulsions I have had the satisfaction of 
being able to preserve peace for my own dominions, and to 
maintain our domestic tranquillity. ‘The strength of our in- 
stitutions has been tried, and has not been found wanting. I 
have studied to preserve the people committed to my charge 
in the enjoyment of that temperate freedom which they so 
justly value. My people, on their side, feel too sensibly the 
advantages of order and security to allow the promoters of 
pillage and confusion any chance of success in their wicked 
designs. 

“Lacknowledge with grateful feelings the many marks of 
loyalty and attachment which I have received from all classes 
of my people It is my earnest hope that, by cultivating re- 
spect to the law and obedience to the prece;ts of religion, the 
liberties of this people may, by the blessing of Almighty God, 
be perpetuated.” 


The Lord Chancellor, having taken the copy of the 
royal speech from her Maiesty, said, ‘Itis her Majesty's 
willand pleasure that this Parliament be prorogued to 
Thursday, the 2nd of November next; and I have, 
therefore, to declare that the Parliament stands pro- 
rogued accordingly until Thursday, the 2nd day of 
November next.” The Queen instantly quitted the 
House in procession, in the same order in which her 
Majesty had enteredit; the Commons retired from 
the bar ; the Peers proceeded to their robing-rooms; 
the spectators left the House; and thus ended this very 

rotracted, and very busy, session of Parliament. 
Her Majesty and the Prince, attended by the royal 
party, returned to Buckingham Palace at ten minutes 
past two o’clock, and were received by the Lord Cham- 
berlain and Vice-Chamberlain. The Queen’s guard of 
the Grenadier Guards was on duty on the Palace lawn, 
Her Majesty received the same loyal demonstrations 
on her return to Buckingham Palace as greeted her on 
her progress to the Houses of Parliament.

Accidents and Offences, 


A CurrayMan Drownep.—Last week the 
Rey. John Lloyd Crawley, of Arlingham-on-Severn, 
rode out to visit some friends on the other side of the 
river, telling his servant that he should be back at 
night, and if too late for the ferry he should swim his 
mare across the river. Arriving on the other side of 
the river he told one of the ferrymen he should be 
crossing to Arlingham at night, and desired he would 
wait up at the ferry-house to put him across, which 
the ferryman promised to do, Just as the tide began 
to ebb the unfortunate gentleman arrived at the 
ferry-house, and found the ferryman. had just gone 
out, saying he would return in ten minutes. This he 
failed to do, and after an hour and a half’s search 
could not be found anywhere. Upon this Mr. Craw- 
ley awoke the other Ages bed who promised to ferry 
him across the river. The deceased then went to the 
ferry, and waited there some time for the ferryman, 
At length, neither ferryman arriving, he rode his mare 
into the river in the direction of “Arlingham. Man 
and horse appeared to advance steadily until they ar- 
rived at a part of the river where the eddy is very 
strong; then a plunging was heard, and shortly after- 
Wi ards the noise of the mare blowing some way further 
down the river, after which a dark object was seen to 
mount the opposite bank. Fearing some accident 
had occurred, the persons on the shore gave the 
alarm. The river was shortly covered with boats, but 
no signs were discovered of the unfortunate deceased, 
whose mare was found at his door with the saddle 
empty, and one stirrup gone, ‘The probability is, 
that, when the plunging was heard, man and horse 
were overwhelmed by the eddy; that the rider was 
struck when under W ater, or dragged by the stirrup in 
such a manner that he could not swim; “that, after the 
stirrup gave way, the mare was relieved of the bur- 
den, and she reached the shore. ‘The deceased’s body 
has not yet been found, though every seare h has been 
made for it. The deceased had frequently ridden 
across the river in safety before, and was an. expert 
swimmer. He has left a widow and four children. 


Concaron ANp Loss oF Lirg Av Sea.—On 
Monday intelligence reached Lloyd’s that, on the 
afternoon of the 27th uit., the Cosmopolitan schooner, 
Maxwell, master, bound from Liverpool to Africa, 
when off the Calf of Man, had been run down by the 
American ship St. Lawrence, Brown, master j two of 
the crew, who were furling the schooner’s flying jib, 
were forced overboard, the rest with difficulty clam- 
bered on board the St. Lawrence, the master.of which 
refused to lend them a boat to pic i up their shipmates, 
who were drowned; he also refused to land them, and 
would have taken ‘them to New York, but, the wind 
shifting, he was compelled to bear up "for King gstown, 
Treland. On Captain Maxwell getting ashore on Fri- 
day last he made oath to the above facts; the St, Law- 
rence, however, sailed before the authorities could 


detain her. 


AccIpENT on THE LONDON AND Norru- 
Western Raitway.— An accident of a frightful cha- 
racter occurred on Saturday night last near the 
Newton-road station, on the northern division of the 
London and North-Western Railway. In consequence 
of the express train from Liverpool being twenty 
minutes behind its time at Wolverhampton, it left 
that town at a more than usually rapid speed. The 
train consisted of the Colonel engine, which is one of 
great power, a tender, three carriages, and a luggage- 
van, Ihe rate at which it proce eded created a tremor 
and oscillation in the carriages so great that the pas- 
sengers with difficulty kept their seats, and pad 
about three hundred yards south of Newton-bridge 
the engine ran off the rails and dashed against the em- 
bankment, The carriages, by the concussion, were 
turned almost comp! letely over on their sides, some of 
them being prevent ed falling to the ground by the te- 
legraph and other posts on the line of railway.

Anotner ALARMING ACCIDENT ON THE 
Nortu-Westprn Rar~way.—Another fearful acci- 
dent, resulting in severe i njury to several persons, an 
an immense destruction of property, took place at an 
early hour on Tuesday morning, near the Leighton 

; Buzzard station, on this line of railway. The Leighton 
station is distant from London forty miles and a half; 
within about 500 yards north of the station the Lins- 
lade tunnel, a quarter of a mile in length, is entered, 
and about 300 yards north of this tunnel is the Lins- 
dale ballast-pit, from whence a large portion of the 
gravel used in keeping up the southern division of the 
line is obtained. Shortly after two o’clock in the 
morning a train of ballast-carriages belonging to Mr. 
Madigan, the contractor for the permanent way, left 
Wolverton, and proceeded up the line as far as the 
Leighton station. The 12.30 am. luggage-train, from 
Camden station, came through the Linedale tunnel at 
great speed, and the next instant ran into his train of 
empty waggons, crushing the break-van into a 
thousand pieces, and strewing the waggons about the 
line in every direction, The engine and tender of the 
goods-train were thrown off the rails and driven nearly 
on the top of the up line, while several of the goods- 
waggons were entirely destroyed, and their contents 
strewed about the railway. At the same moment, 
scarcely allowing time for those few parties present to 
recover themselves from the shock occasioned by the 
accident, the York mail came up at its usual speed, 
and, no signal of the obstruction heing displayed, the 
drive er, Daniel Ross, ran headlong into the debris 
occasioned by the previous collision. The effect of 
this second collision was to throw the engine and tender 
of the mail-train completely across the down line, and 
crush, more or less, several of the succeeding carriages. 
The escape of the driver and stoker was perfectly 
miraculous, The former was, however, severely in- 
jured, and is now lying at Leighton, From this place 
assistance was immediately obtained, and all those 
persons most shaken received the best ‘attention which 


could be afforded them, 


DEATH OF A LADY BY A FALL IN THE 
Srrept.—On Monday Mr. Baker held an inquest at 
the London Hospital on view of the body of Anne 
Collins, aged 58, a maiden lane of independent fortune, 
whose death was occasioned by a fall under the follow- 
ing distressing circumstances :—It appeared that the 
deceased, on the 25th ult., was walking under the 
archway of the Kastern Counties Railway, in Globe- 
lane, when she slipped off and fell in the road, which 
had been lowered for the purpose of allowing a tho- 
roughfare for vehicles under the railway. She was 
assisted up and conveyed to her home, No, 42, White- 
chapel-road, when her right leg was found fractured. 
She was instantly removed to the London Hospital, 
where the leg was amputated. She there gradually 
sank, and died on Friday last. 


FricurruL, Dearu py A Vicrous Horse. 
An inquest was held on Saturday last by Mr. Bedford, 
the Westminster coroner, at St. George’s Hos ital, 
on the body of Edward Weaver, aged 51 years. It ap- 
peared from the evidence of several witnesses that 
the deceased was coachman to Colonel Sykes, and on 
the previous Saturday evening deceased was going to 
the stables in Hyde-park-mews West, when one of 
the coach-horses flew at him as he was passing the 
stall, and caught him by the right arm; the animal 
dragged him to the ground, where he continued to 
bite and trample on the unfortunate deceased until he 
became insensible, in which state he was found some 
time after by his wife, and covered with blood, As- 
sistance having been procured, deceased was extri- 

cated and cony rey ed to the above institution, where it 
was found he had received a compound fracture of the 
skull, laceration of the brain, fracture of both legs, 
fracture of the right arm, and nearly all his ribs 
vroken, He never showed the least signs of recovery, 
and died in a raving state on the following Thursday.

England, who has sacrificed millions to 
redeem an uncivilized race from horrors more than 
half of which are imaginary, shrinks from due in- 
terference, and from enna ne assistance, in a cause 
where the lives of her own children are deeply con- 
cerned. Let us but look back at the sad catalogue of 
losses of emigrant-ships, and what a tale of sadness 
will it reveal! In the case immediately before us, the 
burning of the Ocean Monarch—a ship belonging to 
America, and, for aught we know to the contrary, a 
sound and perfectly unobjectionable merchant-ship, left 
a British port having on board three hundred and sixty 
human beings. The master and officers of the ship 
possibly numbered four, the crew ten or a dozen, men. 
The emigrants not being properly berthed or watched, an 
unthinking individual attempts to light a fire, and 
succeeds but too well, in a ‘‘ ventilator,’ and the ship 
and nearly a third of the crew fall a sacrifice to his or 
her Euorenee: We say nothing about the steps taken 
by the master to extinguish the fire—they were or 
were not those which an experienced cool officer would 
have taken, and we confess we lean to the latter sup- 
position—but our business is to ask, were proper and 
deliberate measures adopted prior to the ship leaving 
her port? Were not, as is usual in such cases, the 
emigrants and their goods huddled on board in- 
discriminately, and, while drinking to drown dull care, 
or better employed in securing their scanty store of 
worldly possessions, did not the ship leave her port in 
a state of discomfort and confusion? Under such 
circumstances the slightest alarm would be sufficient 
to create insuppreasible disorder. The cry of ‘‘ A man 
overboard !” or a sudden squall overtaking the ship, 
would give rise to an amount of excitement nartentiy 
Wipe lt at any other time; and an alarm of fire 
drive the major part into a state of absolute frenzy. 
Our remedy for the evil has been urged until we are 
tired. We have scores of surplus ships lying idle, 
which could not be better employed in a time of peace 
than in conveying our enterprising and industrious 
fellow-countrymen to the other hemisphere, or where- 
ever else their wishes or prospects lead them. Ships 
of war, having two or three decks properly fitted, and 
efficiently officered and manned, would do the work 
well, To accidents all are liable ; but it is the peculiar 
attribute of that discipline which every naval officer 
learns from his childhood to meet a difficulty and 
to overcome it, if possible. Humanity demands this 
of the country. It is revolting to our feelings as 
Englishmen to see our fellow-countrymen and their 
helpless wives and children sacrificed to the cupidity 
of merchants and to the inhuman niggardliness or 
apathy of the home authorities. It is in the power of 
the British Government to avert almost att the 
miseries and calamities at present attendant upon 
emigration; but a deaf ear is turned tb every proposi- 
tion which would entail the most trifling additional 
outlay for the comfort of the poor man. The threaten- 
ings of Chartists keep our police on the alert ; yet we 
are daily adding to the number of the houseless and 
indigent by our misdirected efforts to keep down ex- 
penditure. We deprive men of the means of gaining 
an honest subsistence, giving them their option 
between starving in the streets, being fedin a gaol, 
or embarking on board an ill-fitted emigrant-ship to be 
drowned or burnt, as the case may be. Wouldit not be 
more politic, and much more humane, to commission a 
few of those ships, which now serve only toraise the bile 
of our manufacturing friends, and thus provide a safe, 
honourable, and available outlet for honestindustry?

The coroner next referred, in compli- 
mentary terms, to Mr. Littledale, Admiral Grenfell, 
and the captain and crew of the Prince of Wales, in 
going to the assistance of the ship, remarking, in 
reference to the Prince of Wales and the Alfonzo, that 
they formed a favourable contrast with the Cambria and 
Orion. He then made some general remarks as to the 
verdict which he thought the jury should give, observ- 
ing that he considered it only right that they should 
express a decided opinion, whatever it might be, as to 
the conduct of the captain and the officers on board the 
Ocean Monarch. The jury delivered their verilict at 
a quarter past nine on Friday evening, and it was as 
follows:—‘* That the deaths of the five individuals 
were accidental, caused by drowning, in consequence 
of the ship Ocean Monarch taking fire ; and that at the 
same time the jury would show their marked approba- 
tion of the conduct of the captain, and particularly 
that of the first mate, during that most trying scene, 
as also the noble and praiseworthy efforts of the dis- 
tinguished individuals who signalised themselves at 
that awful catastrophe, as well as the officers and men 
under their command, Further we wish to express 
our disapprobation of the conduct of the masters of the 
two steamers Orion and Cambria, who might, we are 
led to believe, have rendered most efficient service to 
the ill-fated people on board.”

The visit of the Premier of this great empire 
has served to occupy the attention of the citizens of 
Dublin for two days, to the utter exclusion of any 
other topic. His lordship arrived at Kingstown yes- 
terday week, at forty minutes past four p.m., having 
accomplished the cross-channel passage from Holy- 
head, by the Banshee steamer, in three hours and 
thirty-five minutes. On approaching the shore Lord 
John was seen walking the deck of the steamer, Lady 
Russell leaning on his arm, while one of the two chil- 
dren who accompany his lordship held by his hand. 
His lordship was received on the jetty by the Right 
Hon. the Lord Mayor, G. Roe, Esq., J.P., chairman 
of the Dublin and Kingstown Railway, and an emi- 
nent member of the liberal Protestant party of Dublin, 
J. Magee, Esq., a director of the company, and a 
divisional magistrate, J. Pim, Esq., treasurer of the 
company, and Major Turnour, master of the horse to 
Lord Clarendon. There was a considerable number 
of respectable persons assembled at the pier when 
Lord John Russell arrived, and these were much in- 
creased by the time his lordship, conducted by the 
forementioned gentlemen, reached the platform of the 
stations. The reception he met with was exceedingly 
respectful; and he and his lady returned the saluta- 
tions with much graciousness. A special train brought 
the Premier and party to Dublin in eight minutes, 
and they immediately proceeded in one of his excel- 
lency’s carriages to the vice-regal lodge in the park, 
On Sunday Lord John Russell attended the Castle 
chapel, which was not only crowded to inconvenience, 
but even to a want of proper respect for a solemn 
temple of prayer. Immense crowds also were out- 
side in the Lower Castle-yard, The impression of 
those who know his lordship’s appearance was that he 
did not look well. Lady Russell looked very well 
and Lord Clarendon in admirable health. Lord John 
Russell visited a family estate at Ardvallagh, in the 
county of Meath, on Monday.

matology. The ancient Bactria corresponded, speak- 
ing in general terms, to the modern Bokhara, to which 
the attention of this country has of late been so un- 
pleasantly directed. It is not probable that an ex- 
ample of the coin to which we are alluding is to be 
found in many even of the most valuable and exten- 
sive cabinets. The one in question was purchased in 
Bombay, from a Persian, who said that he had col- 
lected it in the interior of the country. 


The attack made by General Cavaignac on the 
Legitimist party, and the charges urged by him against 
it of intriguing against the Republic, have been the 
subject of mach comment in Paris, and have given 
considerable umbrage.

Srain.~-The correspondence from Catalonia con- 
tains the usual amount of atrocities—murders of 
peasantry, male and female, for being suspected of 
carryin intelligence ; mutilated bodies found lying 
in roads; mails stopped; shooting people in ‘cold 
blood by both parties; and other occurrences inci- 
dental to guerilla warfare, A considerable sensation 
was excited in Madrid on the evening of the 27th ult, 
by the arbitrary arrest of M. Anuré Caballero, a 
wealthy man, of advanced age, of Conseryative poli- 
tics, and the intimate friend of M, Mon, a person, 
moreover, in all respects, of most inoffensive charac- 
ter, After a short detention he was liberated. The 
affair had a serious effect on M. Caballero, who was 
placed under medical care and bled. These circum- 
stances, and others similar, had induced a number of 
members of both Chambers to hold a meeting for the 
purpose of presenting an address to the Queen against 
the policy which led to such most arbitrary violations 
of personal liberty, 

TALY.—-FLORENOE,—The Florence journals of the 
28th ult, publish a decree of the Grand Duke, having 
the effect almost equivalent to putting Leghorn in a 
state of siege, ‘The Executive has power of arbitrary 
expulsion from the city, of the seizure of arms, the 
arrest on suspicion, the suspension of the press, the 
suspension and dispersion of public meetings, domi- 
ciliary search, the mobilization of the National Guard, 
&c. These powers are to continue until tranquillity 
is restured, 

Prussia,~-The Prussian Government received on 
the 28ch ult. the official notification of the conclusion

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beni such force, on account of the surrounding in- 
flammable matter, that in a short quarter of an hour 
it had extended itself in'a most fearful manner. In 
the immediate neighbourhood of the fruit bazaar was 
the Yagh Kapan, or oil depdt, the magazines and 


Warehouses being well stocked with this inflammable 


matter; on the other side, towards the arsenal, was 
an immense timber-yard, the greatest in the city, a 
quarter of a mile in length, one hundred feetin height, 
and five hundred in breadth.

their hanging gardens and kiosks—it was ali of no 
avail, ‘The houses were destroyed one after the other, 
The feneral loss is calculated at averaging about 
£4,000,000 sterling. A most fearful night of havoc 
twas, The Sultan went incognito to the scene of 
destruction, and subsequently took up. his position in 
a steamer in the arsenal.

Many ladies still p-rtin iciously adhere to the old 

orthodox, though unbecoming, riding hat; but a 
more elegant and graceful equestrian coiffure is a 
small helmet-shaped cap, or a bro:d-brimmed 
round hat of black velvet or beaver, Th. se round 
hats are ornamented with a single drooping ostrich 
feather, placed on one side, and a bai d of black 
velvet fistened in a bow, and ling flowing ends. 
_ The cravache, or tiding-whip, that important ad- 
junct to the cos'ume of a lady equestrian, has now 
become absolutely an article of bijouterie. Some 
of the newest, especially those of Parisian make, 
are truly splendid, being ornamented with gold and 
turquoise ; even precious stones ate occasionally 
employed in their adornment. 

Riding-gloves may be of Swedish leather or 
beaver. They are usually of the gauntlet form, 
and turned down at the cuff with black velvet. 
The most fashionable boots are those which button 
at the side, and have sma!l heels, 

At the watering places the cool breezes of au- 
tumnal evenings have already called forth cazaweks 
and pardessus of every description. Witha dress 
of muslin, bardge, or ‘any light material suited to 
summer demi-toilette, small cazaweks of black 
levantine or taffety are very enerally worn, ‘ihey 
are lined with pink or lilne silk, very lightly 
wadded, and ornamented up the front with a row 
of fancy buttons, which serve to close the cazawek 
if required. The cagaweks may be rounded cr 
Square in front, but in either case they must be 
sufficiently long to adinit of small pockets at the 
sides, As the season advances they will be worn 
in velvet of every colour, We have observed some 
mantelets of satin, wadded and lined. In form 
they do not materially differ fom the summer par-

In a splendid assortment of bonnets just com-

The first sight of Norway is thus briefly 
described :— 


“Monday, the 10th.—The most lovely of May 
mornings, favoured by the softest of south winds ; 
land, in all its grandeur of mountain and cloud, lay 
before me; the towering peaks of the Mountains 
capped with everlasting snow, and piceise an 
atmosphere of intensest blue. * * * * As far as 
the eye could reach inland—mountain over mountain, 
extending round half the horizon—the land of old 
Norway, I had read of in my earliest years, expanded 
itself. On my left hand the Naze hung, frowning 
over the Northern Ocean,” 


One of the first exploits of our voyagers, after a 
fruitless attempt upon the salmon of the Toptdal 
River, the season being yet too cold for fishing, was 
an encounter with a wild bear :— 


‘An enormous bear, apparently fatigued by long 
travel, and panting loudly with protruding tongue, 
slowly stalked forth from 4 mound of earth which had 
accumulated round the stump of a beech-tree, grown 
to maturity, but now decaying in the rind, and of 
rushea and briars of every sort. Bruin, no doubt, 
overheard our voices, for he stopped on his way, drew 
in his tongue, ceased his violent respirations, and, 
raising his head on high, snuffed the air on ali sides, and 
then, placing his nase close to the ground, kept it there 
for sume little time, He was eighty or ninety yards 
from the epot where we stood. As again his head was 
lifted Wp, his amall tuft of a tail moved quickly from 
right ta left, revealing his turbulence and hesitation,”’ 


After many shots fired from the rock on which 
our travellers had taken up their position, Mr, 
Ross proceeds as follows: - 


““T now presented my rusty old horse-pistol at 
Bruin’s head, at an interval, sufficient under the cir- 
cumstances, of three yards, and fired it; when, 
whether from having received its contents, or from 
alarm atits loud report, the bear rolled over on his 
back ; but, recovering himself ina moment, he made 
an awkward spring, short of the rock, and received, in 
commemoration of his false agility, a blow on the head 
from the butt-end of R——'s rifle.‘ At this time the 
party had exhausted all their ammunition,’ The shock 
removed R ’s glazed cap from his head, and it fell 
bounding from the rock close to Bruin’s nose. Mis- 
taking, no doubt, this ingenious covering for R 3 
especial skull, the bear, infuriated, flew at it impetu- 
ously, and, seizing it in his mouth, shook it as an 
angry dog would have shaken a rag.

THE DRAMA. 


Otympic THEatre. — A new drama was 
brought out at this house on Money evening, entitled 
‘Time Tries All.’ The story 0 the play, though 
not of a very original kind, contains some interesting 
situations, and serves to exhibit the beautiful and 
truly womanly acting of Mrs. Stirling. The language 
is in many parts very good, but its chief fault is a 
laboured striving after the * high art’ and the poetical; 
and a waiting-maid (played by Mrs. Tellet, habited 
in a splendid dress, far finer than that of her mis- 
tress, with her hands loaded with jewellery), delivers 
long lectures upon human nature in general, and 
bachelors in particular, to her master, such as in real 
life would ensure her being turned out of doors, 
Still the play was, on_ the whole, perfectly successful, 
and the author, Mr. Courtenay, was loudly called for 
before the curtain. ‘The drama was followed by a new 
farce bearing the whimsical title of ‘What to Kat, 
Drink, and Avoid.” It abounds with the most gro- 
tesque humour, and with situations which are wonder- 
fully funny. ‘T'o detail the plot would spoil it, for it is 
one of those delightful bagatelles which, built upon 
the slenderest foundations, derive all their merit from 
the manner in which the subject is handled. We must 
say, however, this much, that Mr. Peckham Wry, the 
principal personage of the farce, is a fine delineation of 
character—it is that of a fidgetry old gentleman, who 
looks upon eating as the one great business of life, and 
speaks of his soup as evineing “an intellectuality’’ on 
the part of the cook. The whole story of the piece 
hangs on his overhearing a conversation between 
his late cook (whom he has just discharged on account 
of her having departed from the * paths of culinary 
rectitude’) and his man servant, This conversation 
Mr. Peckham Wry interprets into a plot to murder 
him, and his trepidation, as well as that of an equally 
nervous friend, furnish the principal fun of the piece. 
Further than this we shall leave our readers to judge 
of the farce for themselves by going to sce it. It was 
decidedly successful, and is the production of Mr. R. B. 
Brough. The principal characters are sustained by 
Messrs. Compton, Emery, ‘Turner, and Cowell, and 
Mrs, Tellet.

‘The very reverend preacher, 
after some reference to the circumstances under which 
the “new commandment’ was delivered by our 
Saviour to his disciples, after having humbly washed 
their feet, proceeded to refer in pathetic language to the 
circumstances of widows and orphans of the Clergy left 
unprovided for in the world, and made an eloquent 
appeal to the benevolent feelings of the congregation. 
Its effect was manifested by the collection, which 
amounted to above £300. Inthe concert Alboni made 
her début before a Worcester audience, and was re- 
ceived in the most flattering manner. On Wednesday 
Mendelssohn’s sacred oratorio of ‘ Etijah’’ was 
selected, and it was acknowledged on all hands that 
never did this famed oratorio go off so well as upon 
that occasion.
